J 09/1 IN 1920 WE RENTED THIS FARM and started planting berries. We 
/ y£U built the little shed pictured above, and sold berries to people passing 
along the road. For seven years we rented the farm and sold the fruit 
from this little roadside market. 

J Q O IN 1927 WE BOUGHT 10 ACRES of this same farm and started our 
/ y£ / present buildings. Besides selling fresh berries, Mrs. Knott made berry 
pies to sell and serve in the little tea room with five tables. Only light 
lunches of hot biscuits and home made berry jam and pie was served. Mrs. Knott 
did the baking and the small children did the serving. As patronage grew, sand¬ 
wiches and other things were added. 

J Q2/7 OUR FIRST CHICKEN DINNER WAS SERVED IN 1934. People liked 
/ y OH" Mrs. Knott’s chicken and sent their friends in such numbers that it has 
made us work and plan and build to care for them. New rooms had 
to be added each year and seating space jumped from 20 to 40, then to 70, and by 
1937 was 300. Each year required new additions until now we seat 700 at one time. 

jf Q/l // During the past several years we have built “Ghost Town” and the 
/ y ^ / “Little Chapel” and the 10-acre berry farm has expanded to 200 acres. 

As we look back over the past 22 years it has been a busy, hard, strenu¬ 
ous, happy time. But why should we look back? If it wouldn’t look like boasting I 
would much rather tell you of all the wonderful plans we have for improvements to be 
made just as soon as the war is over.

FROM LOS ANGELES turn right at our neon sign at Johnson’s" 
Standard Station (Intersection Highway 39), Buena Park.

From Downtown Los Angeles [22 miles], South or West Part 
of Los Angeles, Hollywood, Inglewood, or Santa Monica. 

Come east on Manchester to Boulevard Stop in Buena Park, intersection Highway 
39; then turn right (2) miles on Highway 39. 

From San Pedro and Long Beach [Long Beach 15 Miles] 

Come north on either Atlantic or Cherry to Carson (State Highway 
No. 18). Turn right on Carson through Lakewood Village, Hawaiian 
Cardens and Cypress, to Highway No. 39. Turn left one-half mile to 
our place. 

From Pomona and points East and North 
[Pomona 24 Miles] 

Come through Brea Canyon to Fullerton. At Ful¬ 
lerton turn right to Buena Park. At the first Boule¬ 
vard Stop (Highway No. 39) turn left two miles to 
our place.
